at least a gate driver chip mounted directly on the peripheral area of the glass 

substrate with an anisotropic conductive film or a no n-conductive film, the gate driver 

chip transmits signals to the scan lines via a plurality of output terminals, and 

thickness of the gate driver chip is less than 0.3 mm; and 

at least a source driver chip mounted directly on the peripheral area of the glass 

substrate with the anisotropic conductive film or the non-conductive film, the source 

driver chip transmits signals to the data lines via a plurality of output terminals, and 

thickness of the source driver chip is less than 0.3 nun.
